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GOING, GOING, GONE 





Public auctions are the generally accepted medium for selling 
registered livestock in this country. Whether one has beef cattle, 
dairy cows, sheep, hogs or horses to market, most of the better regis- 
tered animals will be sold on the auctioneer’s block. The conduct of 
these sales is therefore of major importance to breeder and buyer 
alike. 

We are fortunate in having most of our Thoroughbred auction 
sales conducted by two organizations of the highest standards, the 
Fasig-Tipton Company of New York and the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany of Kentucky. These are the organizations which sell at Sara- 
toga, at Keeneland and at the various race tracks, stallions, brood 
mares, yearlings, horses in training and others. During the next few 
weeks they will be conducting history-making sales, notably of the 
Henry Knight and Aga Khan broodmares. 

Next to the horses themselves the sale catalogue is the most 
important factor in displaying the sellers offerings. In Thoroughbred 
auctions in this country the only guarantees are as to wind and eyes. 
Otherwise the buyer must rely on what he can see of the horse and 
what he can learn of its individual and family record from other 
sources, principally the catalogue. 

What should the catalogue contain? This is one question to 
which there are any number of answers. We must realize, however, 
that the catalogue is published by the sales organizations and that it 
is therefore necessarily designed to put the horses sold in the best 
possible light. The statistical information available about the Thor- 
oughbred horse far exceeds the information available about any other 
breed of livestock. With such an embarrassment of riches and with 
catalogue space at a premium it is only good sense to limit the text to 
the most favorable facts. 

What about the buyer? He knows that the catalogue will set 
forth the horse’s merits, and will be supplemented by announcements 
from the auction rostrum as to recent winnings, etc. But what about 
the information which it does not contain? When he reads that the 
dam won 5 races and has produced the winners of 45 races he will 
want to know also the type of races, the distances and the times in 
which they were won—important information in determining the class 
of the mare. All this information is, of course, available in the books. 
But it takes a good library and a person with the knowledge and time 
to use them in order to dig it out. For the big outfits this presents 
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no particular problem. But the 
small buyer, the man who parti- 
cularly needs help, often has diffi- 
culty in getting at the facts. 
Where is he to turn? 

One suggestion which deserves 
consideration is that this task 
should be handled by the various 
Thoroughbred breeders organiza- 
tions, both the state associations 
and those of national status such 
as the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association which pub- 
lishes the weekly magazine The 
Blood Horse. If these organiza- 
tions would pool their resources 
and set up a buyers’ information 
service to supply additional facts 
to supplement sales catalogues, 
and also advise prospective own- 
ers and breeders contemplating 
an investment in Thoroughbred 
horses, they could be of great 
benefit to the industry. In the 
long run the best interests of both 


buyers and sellers are identical.

Always, when you get back from va- 
cation, the dark walnut surface of your 
desk is sagging under an accumulation 
of mail—at least mine is. There are 
Blood-Horses, Thoroughbred Records, 
Chronicles and Writers’ Digests, a thick 
file of the product of Nature’s most- 
prolific producer—the horse-park publi- 
city man, some bills, and some missives 
requesting information, rarely requiring 
more than three or four hours of re- 
search per request and some little gems. 

Placing the bills on the edge of the 
desk where they might fall off, the 
breeders’ magazines to one side where 
they may be digested and enjoyed later, 
the publicity releases in a file marked 
“data” and the requests for information 
in a folder bearing the device “Urgent”, 
under the pile from last month, I turn 
to the Little Gem. 

One of these is from a gent in Texas 
who is looking for an “official” ruling 
on a transaction with his betting com- 
missioner. 

The world is full of people who get 
the notion that a fellow is an “authority” 
if he is lucky enough to get somebody 
to print the stuff he grinds out of his 
typewriter. I haven’t been an authority 
for a long while. At one time people 
used to turn to me for advice on breed- 
ing Lebiscus reticulatus var. golden, and 
rightly so, for in ’32 I won the Baltimore 
City championship with my golden gup- 
pies, and have a silver thophy to prove 
it. You might use it for an eye cup if 
you have small eyes. 

Anyway, this Texan was caught in the 
middle. He had given his bet-taker cer- 
tain commissions in races at a northern 
track on a given day and due to an act of 
God or a labor group, the program was 
cancelled, Of course, this didn’t hurt 
anybody, BUT, the next day the program 
scheduled for the previous one was run 
off exactly as originally written. 

I don’t know why it is that such things 
happen to horse-players, but the steeds 
selected by this sad son of the Lone 
Star State performed gloriously and just 
about swept the card. 

The question is, then, Mr. Anthony: 
were his bets down, or weren’t they? 

It anyone has the “official” answer to 
this and thinks it will convince the 
man’s stakes holder, I'll be happy to 
pass it along. 

The other Little Gem is almost as 
heart-rending. A citizen of Canada writes 
that he has a relative who is addicted 
to the habit of wagering and “though 
he isn’t broke is heavily in debt.” 

Do I, he inquires, know of any cure 
for one so smitten? 

Before attempting to prescribe for 
this patient, I tried to figure out the 
difference between being broke and be- 
ing heavily in debt. 

An habitue of Ye Yorke Roade Tavern 
explained that there is a nice and de- 





finite distinction. “When you are broke,” 
he said, “you do not have eating money.” 

Careful study of the Canadian case 
convinced me that it was, definitely, 
one for the Burroughs Retirement Plan 
for Weak-Willed Turf Investors. Fol- 
lowers of this Plan, at a cost of 50 cents 
per day, annually bank $2,256 (on the 
very minimum investment). 

For those who are not familiar with 
this copper-riveted, absolutely infallible 
and guaranteed method, a brief outline 
of the rules may not be amiss. It is 
very simple. 

You stick to one track. Each day, you 
bet one dollar on the favorite in each 
race. That’s eight bucks, if there are 
that many events programmed at your 
track, 

Each evening you collect what’s left of 
your eight dollars; if the favorites were 
doing well you will have a profit. You 
slap the whole business into bank, in- 
vested capital and profit. 

Next day, you take a fresh eight ba- 
nanas and go through the same opera- 
tion. 

At the end of the year, you will have 
put out $2,400 (figuring on 300 racing 
days). 

Now everybody knows you can’t show 
a profit betting on favorites, but you 
don’t lose much either, five or six per 
cent, 

So, you'll have—this time next year 
—$2,256 in bank. You will have paid 
out $144 for the privilege. 

If you think this is nuts, look around 
and see how many horse-players you 
can find who have wagered $2,400 and 
have $3.256 cash in hand to show for it. 

If you’re a high roller, make it ten 
simoleons per smash and bank $22,560 
annually. 

Of course, this is all theory, but it 
would have worked in the days when 
there used to be bookmakers. 


Jamaica 

To satisfy the overwhelming public 
demand for six-furlong races in October, 
Jamaica gives us the Interborough 
Handicap. 

This year’s running, the 34th, was 
a soft touch for John W. Rogers’ Duc 
de Fer. The Iron Duke came up from 
Jersey with an allowance win under his 
belt and was cocked and primed for this 
one. 

Starting from the inside post position, 
he jumped out on top, was three lengths

the same margin at the end. 

Hartsville, War Command and Fa- 
bulist made futile bids, but the son of

Fabulist raced back in the park for 
half a mile, got into third place by the 
time he hit the stretch, then took sec- 
ond away from War Command and held 
it by a head over the fast-closing Dark 
Peter.

Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Neji Wins The Temple 
Gwathmey, Rythminhim Is Second In Thrilling Finish 





Spectator 


An exciting race with a thrilling finish 
marked this year’s Temple Gwathmey, 
as more than 18,000 spectators rose to 
their feet to watch the drama of Mrs. 
Michael Walsh’s Rythminhim clear the 
sixteenth and final jump in this richest 
of all steeplechases, four lengths in front 
with the lion’s share of the $57,300 purse 
a sixteenth of a mile away. Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Neji, his successful rival in the 
three mile Grand National a week ago, 
was closest. Dooley Adams, his rider, 
was asking for everything the courageous 
chestnut could give, but it seemed that 
his 167 lbs., was too much. Rythminhim 
still led across the Widener Chute, then 
the moving blur of Mrs. Phipps’ old rose 
silks moved closer, and inch by inch, the 
gap narrowed, but at the end of the odds 
board with a scarce 200 feet to go, it 
was still Rythminhim, with Paddy Smith- 
wick riding a winning race. Then it 


happened, Mrs. Walsh’s gelding seemed 
to falter just a few yards short of the 


up to 37 lbs., and which in one year, has 
won five of his eight starts, and which 
has not been worse than third, his vic- 
tories including besides the Gwathmey, 
the International, the Brook and the 
Grand National. Seven lengths back of 
Rythminhim, the veteran His Boots took 
third money, a length and a half separat- 
ing him from Hyvania which finished 
fourth. Both of these horses were in the 
thick of contention on the far turn, but 
gradually lost ground in the run up the 
stretch. 

The Gwathmey was a thrill-packed race 
from start to finish, with four costly 
spills. Over the liverpool, the first time, 
Templier, a stablemate of Rythminhim, 
and leading at the time, unseated John 
Cotter, and interfered with both Neji 
and The Proff. At the fourteenth fence, 
Carthage came down with Charlie Harr, 
and then at the fifteenth, the favorite, 
Montpelier’s Shipboard went down with 
Albert Foot. Under second top weight

wire, and in that instant, Neji shot into 
the lead. It all happened so swiftly, 
many in the crowd thought a nose or a 
head might measure the difference at 
the wire, but it was almost three quar- 
ters of a length. Shortly afterwards Pad- 
dy Smithwick, pulled his mount up and 
dismounted. Something had happened 
to Rythminhim, but few in the crowd 
could even guess that this game little 
horse, which under the care of Mickey 
Walsh had developed from a bad post 
actor to a stakes winner, had done the 
impossible. Somewhere in the last half 
mile of this two and a half mile race, 
Rythminhim had fractured his pelvis, 
the shoe on his left forefoot was half 
off, and his injury had torn muscles 
loose, but a tremendous heart had carried 
him on to within almost inches of vic- 
tory. 


This did not detract from the great 
performance of Neji, which carried 167 
Ibs., conceding weight to all of his field, 


of 166 lbs., and in the thick of conten- 
tion at the time just behind Rythminhim, 
it left a big “if” to ponder in the months 
to come. In an effort to avoid Shipboard, 
— unseated his rider at this fence 
as well. 


Eleven horses went postward, the big- 
gest field in 32 runnings of the Gwath- 
mey, and for the first turn of the field, 
Templier set the pace with Palaja and 
Neji in close attendance, and the balance 
of the field not far away with Shipboard 
bringing up the rear. At the front field 
liverpool, the ninth jump in the two and 
a half mile distance, Templier parted 
company with Cotter, and as Neji 
swerved to avoid the mishap, His Boots 
rushed into the lead, but so closely was 
the field grouped that the race both on 
the flat and over jumps appeared as a 
moving blur of horses, riders and racing 
silks. Entering the backstretch the: last 
time, His Boots led by about a length

_Overshadowed by more important in- 
field stakes of last week, and the two 
day meeting of the United Hunts, at the 
end of the week, Belmont’s final three 
days of the year were interesting enough 
with an overnight jumping race on each 
of the three days. Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Antagonizer won the first of these, a 
mile and three quarter claiming hurdle 
event, running and jumping better than 
in any race he has run this year, winning 
handily by two and a half lengths. The 
runner-up was Lucky Trine, which set 
the pace for almost a turn of the field, 
and lasted longer than he usually does. 
It was fourteen lengths back to Indian 
Fire, a stablemate of the winner, which 
sulked most of the trip, and ran pounds 
off some of his better races. 

The following day resulted in a mild 
upset when Top Cee Stable’s Quick Town 
scored by half a length in a mile and a 
half hurdle race, despite several bobbles 
in the latter stages of the race. Basil 
Bee was next, just getting up in the last 
few strides to nose out Lovely Argon for 
the place. The latter took command on 
the far turn, and led over the last hurdle, 
but was not quite up to the stretch run 
of the winner, and Basil Bee. 

Eleven went postward in this race, and 
at the start, it appeared that Roget cut 
across the field and interfered with two 
or three others, including Manaos, which 
came back after the race, with several 
cuts around his legs. Quick Town was 
acquired by his present owners from 
Michael G. Walsh, and is now trained by 
Eugene Weymouth. Last year as a two- 
year-old he won four races on the flat. 
Although schooled over hurdles by Walsh 
earlier in the year, his present trainer 
intended him for flat racing for the re- 
mainder of this season. Not seeing a race 
in the book that suited him, Gene “stuck 
him in the hurdle race”. Judging by the 
way this three-year-old took his first 
start through the field, a little more ex- 
perience may prove him to be a good in- 
field performer.

behind him in that order. A late change 
in riders put Jockey J. Walker in the 
saddle on Harry La Montagne’s Hurst 
Park, and for most of the trip, this one 
seemed thé winner. Jumping well, the 
horse rounded into the homestretch with 
a margin of about two lengths, but was 
shortening stride. Glencannon was next 
at this point while Eddie Deveau on the 
winner was closing well in third position. 
Rounding the turn, Hurst Park went 
wide, while Glencannon tended to lug in 
and all but went through the inside 
wing of the final jump. Meanwhile Flaw 
had closed ground and took the jump a 
half length behind Hurst Park, and after 
that one bobbled slightly, the Kline col- 
orbearer went on to score handily with 
eight lengths separating him from Hurst 
Park at the wire. The latter just man- 
aged to hang on to the place position by 
a neck at the direct expense of Uncle 
Joe, which closed well but was never a 
threat to the winner. It was another 
length and a half back to Glencannon, 
which gave way in the last quarter mile 
of the race.

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United Hunts Presents Annual Awards 

Trophies, emblematic of championship 
hunt meet performances during 1954, 
were presented to the owners of the win- 
ning horses at the United Hunts Racing 
Association’s awards dinner at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria tonight, (Thursday, Oct. 
20th). Amory L. Haskell, president of 
the United Hunts, made the presenta- 
tions to the brush, hurdles and timber 
division winners of sanctioned hunt 
meets. 

The winner of the hurdle division was 
Mrs. Michael G. Walsh’s Rythminhim. 
Rythminhim piled up 13 points to beat 
his nearest competitors, former stable- 
mate Crag, and Mrs. Clara E. Adams’ 
Fiddler’s Choice by five points each. 
Both women are of Southern Pines, N. C. 

In the brush division, Harry S. Nich- 
ols’ Ginny Bug won with 15 points while 
second place went to George T. Wey- 
mouth’s Banner Waves which scored 
eight Mr. Nichols is of Detroit; Mr. 


Weymouth makes his home in Green- 
ville, Del. 

The timber championship was *Land’s 
Corner, owned by Mrs. William T. Straw- 
bridge of Paoli, Pa. *Land’s Corner edged 
out Bit-Whip Comet owned by Burford 
Danner, of Indianapolis, 18 points to 17. 





In addition to the trophy, each first 
place winner is given $1,000; $600 goes 
to second, $400 to third and $200 to 
fourth in each division. 

Only hunt meets raced under the sanc- 
tion of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association or various state bodies 
were tallied. Major racing is not con- 
sidered in the awarding of points. They 
are awarded as follows: 3 for winning, 2 
for placing, and 1 for showing. All points 
were doubled where there was no purse 
money offered the winners. 


Calumet to Race in Florida 

For five winters now race horse train- 
ers at Hialeah have enjoyed a respite 
from having to compete against the fam- 
ous “Jones Boys’—papa Ben and son 
Jimmy. But the honeymoon is over. 

The Jones are bringing Mrs. Gene 
Markey’s ever-formidable Calumet Farm 
horses to Hialeah this winter in full 
force, so much so that some of these 
horses will have to be quartered at Gulf- 
stream and Tropical Park. Since 1950 
Calumet has campaigned on the west 
coast. 

Both Ben and Jimmy have a soft spot 
for Hialeah, for they first came to promi- 
nence at the flamingo track. They’ve won 
the classic Flamingo Stakes four times, 
the rich Widener three times, and num- 
erous other major events. Their talents 
helped Calumet Farm to be leading mon- 
ey-winning stable at Hialeah for straight 
meetings, 1946-1949. 

Back in 1938, Ben was training for 
Woolford Farm and among his charges 
was “a big country horse,” a_ tender- 
footed fellow named Lawrin. Ben won 
the Flamingo with him, and continued 
his big campaign by capturing the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

Only two horses ever have scored a 
Flamingo-Kentucky Derby double. They 
were Lawrin and Calumet’s world money- 
winning champion, Citation. Jimmy sad- 
dled Big Cy for the 1948 Flamingo, and 
Ben did the honors in the subsequent 
Derby. 

Plain Ben, who gave up farming in his 
native Parnell, Mo. “because I discovered 
there was more money to be made train- 
ing Thoroughbred horses,” holds the all- 
time record for Kentucky Derby winners. 
He’s trained six — Lawrin, Citation, 
Whirlaway, Pensive, Ponder and Hill 
Gail. All except Hill Gail were developed 
at Hialeah. 

Of the job Ben Jones did with the tem- 
peramental, wide-running Whirlaway, the 
81-year-old Sunny Fitzsimmons (nine 
years Ben’s senior) has said: “If a less 
capable trainer than Ben had Whirlaway,

he might not have accomplished so 
much.” 

His successes with the tender-foot Law- 
rin and the headstrong Whirlaway were 
just a couple of remarkable stunts among 
many turned in by Ben, the “Missouri 
Magician.” When Ponder, Pensive and 
Lawrin were at Hialeah, few thought 
they’d win a Derby, but the experts un- 
derestimated the Jones magic touch. 

Armed and Coaltown were among oth- 
er Calumet stars that made their first 
starts at Hialeah. Maybe the Jones Boys 
will develop another from their new 
crop of baby racers. 

Nail’s Wink 

Suppose a horse winked at you from 
the sales ring, would you buy him? Well, 
Mrs. Anson Bigelow of Palm Beach, Flor- 
ida did. And the grey colt, which gave 
her the “high-sign” at the 1954 Saratoga 
yearling sales, has already won the his~ 
toric Belmont Futurity. 

The young champion is named Nail — 
and that’s an interesting item, too. Sired 
by the French stallion, *Nirgal, the grey 
colt is out of the mare, No Strings. 

“If you have a nail, you don’t need 
strings to fasten something,” explains 
George P. (Maje) Odom, the trainer. 

Actually, there was more than the wink 
involved in the $20,000 purchase during 
“Knight’s Night” at the Saratoga year- 
ling sales in August, 1954. Mrs. Bigelow 
— the former Josephine (Fifi) Widener 
— has always been partial to grey horses, 
Odom explains. The colt was well-bred, 
from Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm in 
Kentucky, and with excellent conforma- 
tion. He had every promise of being a 
good race horse. 

“But the wink clinched it for Mrs. Big- 
elow,” Odom says. 

He knew long before Nail’s first start 
that the colt was championship stuff, the 
trainer relates, and Jockey Hedley Wood- 
house — who has ridden him in all five 
races — is equally strong in his belief. 
Significantly, Woodhouse passed up an 
opportunity of riding the Futurity favor- 
ite, C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy, to stay 
with Mrs. Bigelow’s grey. 

Nail was | 4 injured in his sec- 
ond start, the National Stallion in late 
May at Belmont, and was away from the 
races for four months. He was turned 
sideways when the doors of the gate 
opened, and bruised a stifle getting away. 
He was “all over the track,” in the words 
of Odom, but still managed third behind 
Polly’s Jet. 

“We found out in that one that he has 
real courage,” the trainer smiles.

pendent authorities. Accordingly, Major 
M. E. Barclay, Master of the Puckeridge 
Hounds for the past 45 years, a late 
President of the M. F. H. Association, 
and a well-known foxhound judge; and 
Lt Colonel “Peach” Boswick, formerly 
Master of the Middleton and another 
great authority on foxhounds, were asked 
to adjudicate; and at 3:00 P. M. foxhunt- 
ers from a wide area gathered at the 
ringside to witness an event which will 
go down in foxhound history. 

There were a total of five contestants, 
coming from as far apart as Yorkshire 
and Cornwall. After a short introductory 
speech by the Duke of Beaufort, Captain 
“Ronnie” Wallace, Joint Master and 
huntsman of the Heythrop, announced 
the hounds in order of entry. Taken in 
alphabetical order, the first to appear 
in the ring was the Duke of Beaufort’s 
Distaff ’52, already famous as a triple 
champion (Peterborough, 1954, Honifon, 
1954, and Harrogate, 1955) who was 


shire Merchant °52 was the winner of 
this year’s West of England Champion- 
ship, beating Heythrop Harper °53, a 
lemon and white dog with beautiful neck 
and shoulder, very fit and hard in ap- 
pearance, but his strange surroundings 
over-awed him a little at first and he 
refused to show himself. Heythrop Har- 
per ’53 achieved distinction at this year’s 
Peterborough, where he won the Dog- 
hound championship. As an unentered 
hound he won the 1953 West of England 
championship, since when he has proved 
himself a fine foxhound in the field. 
This is a very good-looking tricolour dog 
with attractive blue mottle, compact and 
strong-backed with well-sprung ribs, and 
muscular second thigh—undoubtedly a 
hound to fill the eye. Finally, Middleton 
and Middleton East Lovelock ’53 entered 
the ring. He was runner-up to Distaff 
in the championship at Harrogate and is 
unquestionably a very nice quality dog. 
It was most unfortunate that he had

lamed himself badly the previous eve- 
ning and could not use his foot, so that 
it was impossible to judge him as he 
deserved, and everyone was extremely 
sorry both for this Master, Lord Irwin, 
and the huntsman, Denis Sturgeon, who 
had brought him all the way from York- 
shire This dog and Heythrop Harper 
were both by Portman sires, the brothers 
Lovelock and Lorimer ’47. 

After careful study of each hound the 
judges retained Distaff and Harper while 
the rest retired from the contest, and 
these two were now subjected to the 
closest scrunity before being taken out 
into the open to show their action, in 
which both acquitted themselves with 
honour. Returning to the ring they were 
once more examined point by point until 
at length the decision was given in favor 
of the Duke of Beaufort’s Distaff. He 
thus attains the unique distinction of be- 
ing a triple champion and also supreme 
champion Doghound, a very high honour 
indeed. 

In the judges’ opinion Heythrop Har- 
per, though possessing the better body, 
lacked the perfect shoulder of Distaff. 
They are both as near perfection as may 
be, magnificent representations of the 
modern foxhound, and I would venture 
to claim that fifty years ago there was 
not a hound in the country which could 
hold an candle to either. 

It is perhaps worthy of note that all 
four champions or reserve champions 
trace in tail-male to the influential Bre- 
con Paragon ’23, whilst Distaff’s pedi- 
gree is most interesting, combining a 
double cross of Paragon with seven lines 
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Duke of Beaufort’s Distaff ‘52 with Bert Pateman, the

The painting by Patricia Herring Strat- 
ton of Mrs. W. Ozelle Moss of Southern 
Pines, N. C., is an interesting example 
of the work of a direct descendant of 
England’s famous nineteenth century 
Herring family, of which J. F. Herring 
was the leading exponent. The painting 
is full of significance for those who know 
Mrs. Moss and have hunted with the 
Moore County Hounds, of which pack, 
Mr. Moss is M. F. H. Mrs. Moss is mount- 
ed on her favorite hunter Dark Victory 
(a black gelding by Dark Demon out of a 
mare by Oceanic) which she hunted and 
showed for eleven years. This versatile 
performer had a most successful career, 
winning working hunter and open jump- 
er championships many many times, Mrs. 
Moss whipped off him for eight years 
and the last few years of his full life he 
carried young children and elderly peo- 
ple safely to hounds. 

In the painting with Dark Victory are 
the hounds: Hateful ’40, Challenger ’47, 
Growler ’46 and Gamester ’39, as they 
leave kennels and move off along to the 
meet.

Irish Diary 
June Badger 

January 16 — Departed from Idlewild 
in slacks and white orchids, which Buddy 
Ward kindly provided to his wife Bet- 
tina, Peter Bidstrup and me. Trip smooth 
and uneventful. 

January 17—Arrived Shannon, a de- 
pressing snow covered Shannon, at 9 a. 
m. Bettina and Peter took a taxi to Kil- 
mallock and I a bus to Limerick, a very 
slow, small unheated train to Limerick 
Junction where I waited on a cold bleak 
platform for the train to Mallow. Train 
was late as they could not start the diesel 
engine.

seen and we have the Christianis and 
Loyal-Repinskis at home. Four made a 
running mount to land on their feet on 
the back of a horse and all seven includ- 
ing two girls leaping upon one horse. 
Very handsome big horses, the white 
ones powdered with black spots, coming 
from Steiermark in Austria, the Pins- 
kawer breed. The Liberty horses were 
most beautiful, Berber stallions from the 
mountains of North Africa, grey-white. 
They are used there by the Arabians in 
the French army and no mares are al- 
lowed out of the district. Now 17 and 18 
years old, the circus had bought them as 
3-year-olds. Many wore muzzles as in the 
ring they savage each other. The “Rodeo 
in Texas” comprising of German cowboys 
and Arab Indians were as good as any of 
their namesakes and their riding superb. 

January 21—An early train to London, 
the day mild and the snow going fast. 
Lunch at zoo and on to Harringay that 
evening to see Tom Arnold’s Circus and 
the Schumanns, they and their family, 
the best horse trainers in the world. 
Young and slim and elegant, Albert and 
his wife Pauline Schumann and their 
horses just as beautiful and elegant— 
iron grey Arab stallions, perfectly match- 
ed for the Liberty act, two white Lipizza 
stallions, two white ponies; an exquisite 
tiny mouse colored pony leaping out of 
a cockle shell to perform with four grey 
Arabs; Albert on a magnificent bay 
Thoroughbred performing dressage and 
the finale, “The Stampede of Wild Hors- 
es.” 
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About thirty horses without any har- 
ness were turned into the arena and 
thundered around the hippodrome, 
manes and tails flying, while Albert in 
the ring on his bay cracking a long whip 
galloped from one side to the other; the 
ease and perfection of the man and the 
effortless stride of the horse were lovely 
to watch and the whole so full of free- 
dom and grace and rhythm, a vivid con- 
trast to the controlled movements of 
Haute Ecole and precision of the Liberty 
act. There was an act too of camels, Ilam- 
as, zebras, kangeroos and George, the gi- 
raffe, but the horses were the best of 
that circus. 

January 22—To Bertram Mills Circus 
at Olympia. One goes there for horses 
also. Bertram Mills, before he went into 
the show business, kept show horses and 
harness horses and was one of the best 
whips in England. After his death, his 
sons carried on the tradition. The Liberty 
horses, Arabs and stallions, are the best 
which can be bought and this year were 
especially fine, 16 greys and chestnuts, 
worked by John Gindl, whom I thought 
very good. There were also six Danish 
horses, Knabstruppers, a spotted breed, 
black peppered on white, which were 
a novelty, but too coarse and heavy to 
achieve the perfection of the Arabs. 
There was no bareback act this year, but 
the cat performance, five tigers worked 
by a very casual young man, who used 
to ride in a jockey act, was very good. 
He gave his cues with a whip only and

It is still a debatable point whether 
ponies lived in Britain before men did, 
whether they were indeed there when 
the Stone-Age men drew crude pictures 
of them upon the walls of their caves 
and whether their descendents still sur- 
vive to this day. _ 

Even these supposed aboriginals can- 
not claim to be of British origin. Some 
think of them as survivors of an extreme- 
ly ancient breed of horse — The Euro- 
pean Wild Horse — that established_it- 
self right across America, Asia and Eu- 
rope. Oddly enough it- was to become 
extinct in America which was probably 
the country of its origin and where hors- 
es were not re-introduced for very many 
years. 

These horses were the northern “cold- 
blooded” type and the Exmoor breed in 
particular has characteristics very akin 
to these early animals. Indeed the Ex- 
moor Society goes so far as to boast that 
theirs is the only breed “preserved in 
its aboriginal state from the very earli- 
est times”. Actually the Shetlands would 
appear to have even greater claims, as 
these tiny giants are almost certainly of 
prehistoric pedigree. But when dealing 
with such colossal slices of time as 100,- 
000 years it is hardly possible to separate 
fact from fiction! 

Some, for example, maintain that bones 
of animals thought to be those of ponies 
(they might just as easily be those of 
asses or mules) which beasts of prey 
carried into caves to devour, have been 
found alongside bones of beasts such as 
cave bears or wolverines, known to have 

lived in the Ice-Age, and that, moreover, 























these bones matched those of modern 
Exmoor ponies. This led enthusiasts to 
think that therefore, ponies existed in 
Britain before — and survived — the 
Ice-Age; and that they were equipped 
by Nature to resist climatic conditions 
which qualified them to be called “sub- 
arctic” or “alpine” fauna To prove this 
assertion, they point to the coats of Ex- 
moor ponies of today which are indeed of 
the same texture as reindeer! 

A speaker at a conference in Edin- 
burgh not long ago, thought it possible 
that aboriginal ponies survived the Ice- 
Age because there were areas which 
were never ice-bound, and that these are 
the very areas inhabited by the ponies 
in their natural state today. Other lead- 
ing authorities on the probable equine 
stock of those primitive days state defi- 
nitely that all esse life became totally 
extinct. 

Celtic Origin 

Leaving the pre-history of these ponies 
to the professors, the most important 
and certain event in their known history 
is that the Celts, who came to Britain 
in the 4th century B. C. introduced 
amongst other domestic animals, horses 
that were not pure-bred but a cross be- 
tween early prototypes of Arab (or south- 
ern “warm-blooded”) horses with those 
of the northern “cold-blooded” type. 
That great authority Lady Wentworth, 
says that “all our ponies (meaning Brit- 
ish) are Celtic with various proportions 
of oriental blood . . . . with the possible 
exception of the Shetlands.” ; 

It suffices to say that whether or not 
there were ponies in the British Isles be- 
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fore the Celts arrived, all subsequent 
stock can be said to be of Celtic (i. e. 
European) origin. 

The Romans on the other hand, were 
so impressed with the native ponies they 
found in Britain which were used to 
whirl the war chariots into battle, that 
they took a number of them back with 
them when they left. The heads of these 
ponies, with manes erect, decorate the 
pre-Roman coinage of the British Isles. 

There followed Saxon and Viking in- 
filtrations, but the native stock of ponies 
for the most part remained safely tucked 
away in the moors and mountains and 
so were not greatly affected. They were 
regarded for hundreds of years as wild 
animals and included in the inventories 
of the State Forests. 

The modern Exmoor pony owes its sur- 
vival to Sir Thomas Acland who in 1814 
was Warden of the Forest of Exmoor. 
When this Forest, then Crown Island, 
was sold by the Crown, he realised the 
importance of maintaining the breed of 
pony that had for centuries existed upon 
its scant herbage and so inherited great 
stamina, hardiness, and a proverbially 
good performance coupled to surefooted- 
ness. He therefore took 20 of the best 
ponies over to his own property on Wins- 
ford Hill which lies on the western boun- 
daries of the Forest, and there continued 
to breed ponies that were to be in de- 
mand for years and which have made 
their mark on the best ponies seen to- 
day. Unfortunately in their enthusiasm 
for the ancient history of the breed, 
some breeders have lost the Acland 
characteristics, which are, amongst other 
attributes, a grand length of rein, a well- 
ribbed up body and a good hind leg, and 
have been breeding short-fronted ani- 
mals with sloping quarters and indiffer- 
ent sickle hocks. The sooner modern 
breeders base their efforts on the old- 
fashioned Acland type of Exmoor pony, 
the better for the breed as a whole. 

A pure-bred Exmoor must be branded. 
He must bear the Exmoor Pony Society 
star on his near shoulder together with 
his Herd number while the registration 
number of the pony itself is placed upon 
the near quarter. Many breeders also 
have their own brands as well, the long- 
est-lived of these being the famous An- 
chor of the Acland herd. 

Exmoors are the easiest of all the 
breeds to distinguish because firstly a 
true Exmoor must have a “mealey” nose,

and secondly he must be branded with 
the Exmoor Society “star” on the near 
shoulder etc. Other characteristics are 
the same light “mealey” colouring which 
shows round the eyes and inside the fore- 
legs and flanks, and large prominent 
wide-apart eyes known locally as “toad” 
eyes. Finally, as before stated, their 
coats are quite different in texture from 
other ponies, are impervious to wet in 
winter and in summer shine like brass. 
No white markings are permitted. 

Most Hardy of Native Breeds 

They are the most primitive-looking 
and certainly the most hardy of all the 
native breeds. Their height limit is 12.2 
hands high (stallions 12.3 hands) never- 
theless, they have for centuries carried 
grown men out hunting over hill and 
dale and straight off moorland herbage. 
No Exmoor pony living in Exmoor ever 
smells, let alone eats an oat. 

They have, as a breed, such courage, 
that to feed oats, especially if children 
are to ride them, is asking for trouble. 
There are no better kid’s hunters but 
they are not often suitable as a child’s 
first pony, being definitely “quick” and 
harder to tame, taken from the moors, 
than any of the other breeds. As found- 
ation stock however, for breeding hunt- 
ers, jumpers and utility animals of all 
kinds, they are simply excellent. A nota- 
ble Three Day Event Horse, and before 
that a Grand National winner both own 
to Exmoor ancestry. 

The pony illustrated, is Skipper owned 
by Colonel and Mrs. Bullen. His per- 
formances have to be seen to be be- 
lieved. He never turns his head out hunt- 
ing and I myself have seen him jump a 
hedge on top of a bank with a broad 
ditch both sides and land far out in the 
plough. He has won Open Hunter Trials 
carrying the Bullens’ small daughter, 
and will and does jump through fire. | 

Bampton Fair is famous but alas it is 
now much exploited by meat traders and 
no pony is safe unless a good reserve be 
placed upon it. Because of their high 
courage the Exmoors have possibly suf- 
fered more than the other breeds from 
the menace of the slaughter houses as 
they are not always suitable for children; 
although we in this country are pony- 
minded and use all sizes to carry adults 
as well as children, mechanisation has 
reduced the numbers required. If how- 
ever their attributes as Foundation stock 
for hunters and jumpers were more wide- 
ly known, more Exmoors would find their 
way into studs overseas and many chil- 
dren would enjoy a no-trouble pony that 
will literally take on anything and is 
tireless.

bed in the inky pre-dawn blackness and 
borrow their children’s horses. Among 
these brave souls were Mrs. Beverly Da- 
vison, gracing a sidesaddle after fifteen 
years’ absence; Mrs. Pulsifer Byles, 
whose last appearance in the hunting 
field was eight years ago; Dr. Yale Knee- 
land, father of the Master, and the Hon. 
R. Watson Pomeroy, whose Kirk’s Cork 
had carried him brilliantly in the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup about twenty-five years 
ago. These former First Flighters agreed 
that greeting the dawn had been worth 
while and the organization of a drag 
pack was well justified. 

Initially three couple of young hounds 
were drafted from the Deep Run Hunt, 
which were later augmented by some 
puppies from Old Chatham, and two 
couple of experienced drag hounds from 
the Limestone Creek Hunt. These, need- 
less to say, had never hunted together 
and of the eight couple, four and a half 
were unentered, so that a great deal of 
ground work was needed to weld them 
into a pack. Much time was spent on 
road work and mannering the hounds. 
Later practice drags were held to find 
out whether they were better laid on foot 
or from a horse, and experiments were 
made with different scents. The ama- 
teur staff, consisting entirely of juniors, 
worked indefatigably under the able 
leadership of Hopeton Kneeland, the 
Master, and took turns acting as drag 
boys, whippers-in, or field master. They 
were given helpful advice and encourage- 
ment by Mrs. Crawford Allen, former M. 
F. H. of the Aiken Drag, and J. Arthur 
Reynolds, of Tryon, N. C. and Millbrook. 

The drag line was laid with three ob- 
jectives in view; First: to provide good 
galloping and fair fencing for those who 
wanted to gallop and jump and stay with 
hounds. Second: to provide a parallel 
line of gaps and gates for the less ex- 
perienced riders, or those on green hors- 
es both being thus able to follow and see 
something of the hunt. This Second 
Flight was piloted by Mrs. Paul E. Pea- 
body, who was also responsible for seeing 
that all gates were closed and barways 
left intact. Third: to provide occasional 

limpses from the road so that those fol- 
owing by car might see hound work and 
be in at the check and finish. 

In addition to the actual drag hunt, 
further education was provided by talks 
on etiquette in the hunting field; hunt- 
ing terminology with particular empha- 
sis on terms to be used by the whippers- 
in; the conformation of the horse, and 
shoeing. Several short foot drags were 
laid for the younger children to show 
them the mechanics of laying and run- 
ning a drag hunt. 

__ The Millbrook Junior Drag Hunt fin- 
ished its inaugural season with a neat 
performance. Hounds left their drag line 
and ran a live fox, which apparently had 
crossed the line for he was subsequently 
viewed. Hounds were immediately whip- 
ped off by the Master, who then cast 
them back to the drag line, which they 
owned and ran well, giving good tongue. 

A number of hunt breakfasts gave food 
and fun for all — both riders and follow- 
ers. At the end of the season Hunt col- 
ors were awarded by the Master to the 
following who had ridden on a majority 
of the drags and acquitted themselves 
well: Pamela Byles, Lee Davison, Eleanor 
Davison, Ann Kauffmann, Sara Belcher, 
Betty Reynolds, Lyn DuVal, Anne Knee- 
land, Peter Wray, Ripley Allen, Yale 
Kneeland, Bucky Reynolds. and John

Sunday, October 9, saw some rollicking 
good polo at the Olney, Maryland, field 
of the Washington Polo Club, when the 
underdog Maryland team romped over 
the area champions, the Squires.

with Rythminhim, Hyvania, Shipboard 
and Neji all in close attendance, and ex- 
cept for minor change in position, all 
ten remaining in the field were in con- 
tention at the fourteenth. It was at this 
jump that Carthage fell, just as he was 
starting to move. Racing for the far turn, 
Albert Foot had Shipboard with the lead- 
ers and for a brief interval he led his 
field until he came down at the 15th 
jump. Paddy Smithwick on Rythminhim 
took command on the turn, and he ap- 
peared a certain winner from that point, 
until just short of the wire. Adams on 
Neji, had kept his mount well placed 
throughout the race, and was_ several 
lengths off the leaders on the far turn, 
and through the stretch run, put up a 
splendid performance of smooth riding, 
and persisted right to the end where a 
stroke of fortune landed him in the win- 
ning spot. In Neji’s eight races this year, 
he has tasted defeat on three occasions, 
and in each case, Shipboard has been his 
nemisis. In the Gwathmey, the title of 
“Jumper of the Year” was at stake as 
well as the race itself. Shipboard, falling 
when he did, left the question of superi- 
ority still unanswered, but through the 
autumn Neji has raced in a manner 
which appears better than his better per- 
formances of this spring or last fall, Un- 
fortunately, Shipboard seems to lack 
that abflity to fence safely when the 
pressure is on, and falls in the Interna- 
tional this spring, as well as the recent 
Grand National and in the Gwathmey 
take away from an otherwise great horse. 

The balance of the jumping program 
at the United Hunts meeting was good, 
very good, including a field of 12 three- 
year-olds, which contested the Louis 
Stoddard, Jr., the biggest field of three- 
year-olds in recent years, and in all prob 
ability, ever. On Thursday, Sanford 
Stud Farm’s Oneida found the soft going 
much to his liking and was an easy win- 
ner in the $10,000 Turf Writers, a two 
mile hurdle race. Ridden by John Cotter, 
the Sanford gelding ran well off the pace 
for more than a mile, then moved up go- 
ing down the far side the last time, raced 
Landscaping into defeat, to take the lead 
going around the final turn. From that 
point on he gradually increased his lead 
and was never in danger. Mrs. Michael 
G. Walsh’s three-year-old Basilia ran a 
good race to be second, while Landscap- 
ing folded in the last stages of the race 
and could do no better than third, al- 
though he held Martingle safe for the 
show, a half length measuring their dif- 
ference from the last hurdle to the wire. 
The big disappointment of the race was 
the favorite, Songai, owned by Mrs. C. 
P. Denckla. This one ran well up in the 
early stages of the race, and then ap- 
peared to sulk, finishing in sixth place, 
beaten about thirty two lengths for all 
the money. 

Earlier the same day, Charles W. Stit- 
zer’s Another Hyacinth, under Paddy 
Smithwick, ran one of his better races, 
to turn back a good eight horse field in 
the $5,000 added Cherry Malotte Steeple- 
chase over two miles and twelve jumps. 
In a closely contested race most of the 
way, Moot and Another Hyacinth vied 
for the lead for a turn of the field, with 
the eventual winner gaining clear com- 
mand around the final turn after dis- 
posing of Montadet, which appeared the 
winner at the last jump on the far side. 
In the stretch run, Mighty Mo loomed up 
a dangerous threat, but in the stretch 
run, this one gave way to Goose Bay, 
which seemed to come from nowhere 
and while beaten two lengths for all the 
money, was closing fastest of all, and 
was overtaking the winner. It was an- 


other two and a half lengths back to 
Mighty Mo, and a little less than that to 
Billing Bear which took the small end of 
the purse in fourth position. 

The secondary jumping feature on Fri- 
day with the Gwathmey, was the Stod- 
dard, a mile and three quarter race for 
three-year-olds only. The twelve runners 
made a good tight contest all the way, 
with the winner emerging midway down 
the backstretch, when Willard Thomp- 
son went into the lead with John Schiff’s 
Spit n’Polish. Chamborg, the pace maker 
up to this point, gave way around the 
last turn finishing well in the middle 
of the field at the finish line, while, the 
contention in the last quarter came from 
horses which had run off the pace early. 
Corkage ran closest to Spit n’Polish 
around the turn, but was not up to the 
winner reaching the wire three lengths 
behind the Schiff horse, and eight 
lengths in front of King Gavin which 
just held third place by a nose from Blue 
Tarquin, the latter making a belated rush 
to run over the top of horses at the end.

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Highlights Of The Ist 
Day At Pennsylvania 
National Horse Show 


The Mexican Army team started off 
dramatically on the first night of the 
great Pennsylvania National at Harris- 
burg by taking first and second places 
in the international Prelim, proving that 
they weren’t going to let a thing like 
being smashed up in an automobile ac- 
cident interfere with their riding. 

Lt. Roberto Vinals, whose injuries 
consisted mainly of a cut face, liter- 
ally flew to a winged victory aboard 
14 de Augosto in a six-way jump-off. 
Timed in 34,6 seconds over nine jumps, 
he was miraculously fast for an arena 
the size of Harrisburgs. Gen. Humberto 
Mariles, obviously in pain from a 
cracked bone at the base of his spine, 
took just five seconds longer, 35.1, to 
- second on bob-tailed Chichuahua 


The United States, as so often hap- 
pens, lost out again on time. You have 
to ride to beat those Mexicans when 
time is a factor. Hugh Wiley, with 
Nautical (Injun Joe) had two perfect 
rounds, but was timed in 34.4 for third, 
while William Steinkraus and Night 
Owl had four faults on the jump-off 
finishing fourth in 43.9 seconds. Lt. 
W. A. Ringrose of the Republic of Ire- 
land and L. J. McGuinness of Canada 
also were in the jump-off. 

In the Knockdown-and-out the com- 
bination of Dave Kelley and Bedford 
had the crowd in an uproar, as the big 
black gelding, plunging and _ kicking 
more than ever, and Kelley, using the 
old body-roll and head snap, made two 
clean rounds over the 11-obstacle course 
to take the blue. The crowd screamed 
so loud that Joe Green must have been 
able to hear the yells from his sick-bed 
40 miles away, Incidentally, some day 
Dave’s head is going to snap right off. 

Cappy Smith must have had a pocket- 
ful of shamrocks and a rainbow ‘round 
his sholders in the K & O, for nearly 
every one of the 11 jumps wobbled, 
and on the last two, (including the pad- 
ded roll,) the top bars rolled outward, 
hesitated, shimmied, then slowly settled 
back again. But on the jump-off, luck 
shied away to give him second with his 
North Star. 

Saturday morning and afternoon were 
set aside as Children’s Day, and the 
management was both gratified and 
flabbergasted at the tremendous num- 
ber of children who showed up. There 
were 73 young riders in the open work- 
ing hunter class, which was divided, 
willy nilly into two sections, with sets 
of ribbons; 54 in the championship 
stake; 40 in the ASHA medal class, 36 
in the Maclay, and 29 in the children’s 
knock down and out. In all, there are 
69 equitation riders from ten states. 
In the each of two hunter equitation 
classes there was only one boy entered 
—all the rest were girls, and as a mat- 
ter of fact, girls outnumbered boys in 
most of the events. 

And we never saw so many good 
performances in our life. The judges 
had a hard time of it. Sydney Gadd 
topped them all by taking the champion- 
ship stake and title with Atom Power, 
while Victoria Buchen, riding Lovely 
Sal, placed in the reserve spot. 

Ten-year-old Patsy Worrall, her blonde 
hair in pigtails, did an expert bit of 
riding to take first in the Corinthian 
for ponies under 13 hands, riding Billy 
Boyce’s Smokey Joe, while Richard Zim- 


merman copped the blue with Pinocchio 
in the 13.2 to 14.2 section. 

The show is dedicated to the late 
Col. John W. Wofford, noted equestrian 
and supporter of US teams, and in fact, 
its first captain. 

Some show statistics: 701 horses en- 
tered, (not counting the 24 team horses), 
representing 22 states, Canada and 
Venezuela; eighteen divisions and $35,- 
000 in prize money, all supporting the 
show’s claim of being the largest indoor 
event in the United State or even the 
world.

Wildlife Plan For 
More Rabbits 


Not only beaglers want more rabbits 
but also foxhunters, since rabbits con- 
stitute about 20% of the natural food of 
foxes. The following is taken from an 
edition of the Pennsylvania Game News. 

“Here’s a simple but successful cot- 
tontail rabbit management technique 
that can be done by anyone. It doesn’t 
require expensive equipment, doesn’t 
take much time, and best of all, produces 
more rabbits. 

“This simple practice was tried by the 
Pennsylvania Game Commission person- 
nel on State Game Lands No. 117, in 
Washington County, Pennsylvania. A 
four-foot swath was mowed through 
heavy briars with a scythe. A few small 
trees were cut and the stumps re- 
moved. The strip, resembling the letter 
“S”, was then raked clean of dead sticks 
and stones. It was prepared for mowing, 
much as you would prepare your own 
lawn at home in the spring. When the 
competition was eliminated in this 
manner, the clovers and other grasses 
already present in this strip began 
growing. They provided that much 
needed and basic food of the cottontail. 
With the cover of briars close by, the 
combination was ideal. 

“The strip was mowed twice weekly 
with a conventional type lawnmower. 
The expected guests were there, of all 
age groups. Nine were observed in a 50- 
yard strip, eating the new succulent 
growth of clover and grasses but still 
just one jump away from safety in the 
briar thicket. In the majority of areas 
available for such a practice, the clovers 
and grasses are already present but 
unable to grow because of competition 
by other plants. Where they do not 
come up voluntarily, some effort will 
be needed to prepare a seed bed and 
do some liming and seeding.

An order permitting the shooting of 
fawns and does in southern counties of 
New York State on December 3, which is 
the closing date of the deer season there, 
has been signed by Conservation Com- 
missioner Louis A. Wehle and is now be- 
ing distributed to the game management 
districts by the Conservation Dept. 

Significent to farmers there or in any 
parts of the country which are largely 
agricultural, is that this action was re- 
quired by the damage done to farm crops 
by deer. 

The counties in the fawn and does 
season area are Allegany Broome (west 
of the Susquehanna), Cattaragus, Cayuga, 
Chemung, Cortlandt, Genesee, Livings- 
ton, Niagara, Canandaga, Steuben, and 
Wyoming.

A NEW DEER STUDY TECHNIQUE 
_ Michigan wildlife workers are develop- 
ing a new method of catching deer and 
if it works, they will have solved one of 
the most bothersome problems in deer 
research. 

The method depends on a new drug, 
flaxidyl, and a special carbon dioxide 
gun. The drug knocks out the deer tem- 
porarily. Placed in a special hypodermic 
cartridge and fired from the gun, the 
drug can be used to catch deer in the 
woods without injury. 

The problem of tagging and studying 
deer with the usual box-shaped live trap 
is the deer’s own thrashing reluctance
